This action was 
taken when the case of Cal MeCarthy, who re- 
cently defeated Tommy Warren, came up for 
trial. MeCarthy was incicted for prize fighting, 
and the case was mad. a test one. Witnesses 
who attended the Olympie Club affair, testifled 
that it was a glove contest and not a prize 
fight. Prize fighting was defined as an eneoun- 
ter between two mon with bare knuckles, and a 
giove contest as a scientific. harmless and 
pleasant affair. The court took this view of the 
matter and McCarthy was discharged. 

This is a victory for the Olympic Club, which 
has done much to promote athletic sports, 
especially boxing, in the State of Youisiana. 
It means that in the future all such affairs will 
be conducted under the law, and that the city 
will issue licenses for the same. It means fur- 
ther that Louisiana is really a free state, and is 
not governed by loud mouthed cranks and 
petticoat reformers. It is an example that 
should be followed by every alleged free state 
in the Union. 

It is refreshing to know that among these 
great United States there is at least one whieh 
looks upon boxing as a scientific, healthful and 
gentlemanly sport, and places it on the same 
footing as wrestling, running and other athletic 
pastimes.

Their Little Son Begged for His 
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Mother’s Forgiveness. 
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A KANSAS CITY, MO., DRAMA. |

An indignant husband,a wronged wife and an al- 
leged destroyer of domestic happiness figured ina 
little drama that nearly terminated in a trayedy, in 
Kansas City, Mo., one evening recently. Three shots 
were fired from a big pistol but no blood was spilled. 
George C. Smith, an expert in harvester machines, | 
who has been inthe employ of the McCormick Com. 
pany for nine years, was the shooter, and J. H. Rymell, 
a clerk in the feed department of the Stock Yards Com-

pany, was the unwilling target. Mr. Smith said that 
he wished all the bullets had been imbedded in the 
heart of Mr. Rymell. Mr. Smithisa young man not 
over 30 years of age, while the man he tried to kill has 
reached the half century. Both were neighbors some 
years ayo. in Sedalia. 

Toa reporter Mr. Smith told a strange story as the 
cause of his attempted murder. He said that most of 
his time is spent on the road in ake oe of the 
company for whom he works, but that he returned to 
his home, 1,900 East Eleventh street, two weeks ago. 
His wife was not at home at the time, but camein soon 
after he did. When she met him she threw her arms 
around his neck and cried. Hecould not understand | 
her action, but she led him totheir sitting room and 
drew him toachair. He seated himself and she fell 
on her knees before him and there, still crying, Mr. 
Smith says, she told him that she had sinued. 

She said that Sunday morning, August 2d, she went 
toa church and there saw Mr. Rymell. They had been 
old neighbors in Sedalia, Mrs. Smith's home, and 
when the service was concluded the two walked to 
Mrs. Smith's home. When the door was reached Mrs. 
Smith asked Mr. Kymell to come indoors and he was 
not slow toaccept. Mrs. Smith's little eight-year-old 
boy wasinthe room. Soonthe child ran out doors, 
and when the mother called him, said he would bo 
back “ina minute.” Just here the story is not corrob- 
orated by Mr. Rymell. Mrs. Smith, ’mid sobs, told 
her husband that her caller assaulted her. She fur- 
ther said that he came to the house twice thereafter. 
Mrs. Smith asked to be forgiven. 

The husband was almost paralyzed. Their ten years 
of married life had been most happy, and this was the 
first cloud which had settled over the little home. Mr.

Smith sat long in a stupor, then told his wife they 
must separate. Sorrowfully she made preparations 
to go to her father in Sedalia and packed ber trunk. 


There was forgiveness and kisses all around, but the 
husband could not forget the great injury done him, 
aud he declared that he would take the life of Mr. Ry- 
mell, should the man ever come to his house again. 

On the night of the shooting, so Mr. Smith says, his 
wife wasat her sewing machine near the front window, 
when she jumped from her seat aud said: 

“There's that man again.” 

Mr. Smith heard a heavy step near the front door 
and, picking up his pistol, went to answer the bell. 
The steps turn before the doorand there isa small 
vestibule into which open doors to Mr. Smith's floor 
and to the stairs leading to the floor above, for it is an

apartment house, though now only occupied by the 
one family, Mr. Smith opened the door and saw Mr. 
Kymell within the vestibule. 

He says that as soon as Rymell saw him he jumped 
for the steps and started torun. Mr Smith raised bis 


| pistoland fired. The bullet caught the casing of the 


outer door. Mr, Smith went to the top of the steps 
and fired again, then he stepped tothe corner of the 
house and sent a third bullet after the retreating 
form. 

Kymell ran to Tenth streetand caughtacar, Lieu- 
tenant of Police T. 8S. Bouleware saw him and heard 
the shots. He ordered the car stopped and arrested 
Rymell. Then he arrested Smith and took both men 
to the police station, but there neither would prefer a 
charge against the other and they were released, 

Mr. Smith said that had he held his pistol in front of 
him when he opened the door he could hardly have 
mnissed him, and he wishes he had so held it. 

Mr. Kymell lives in a large brick house at 1900 
Montgall avenue. He hasa pleasant homeanda family 
of grown children. He denies the story told by Smith 
as regards the assault. He says that he went to the 
house with Mrs. Smith tha@Sunday after church, just 
as any old neighbor would, and accepted her invita- 
tion to comeinside. He says he remained only a few 
miuutes. He further avers that Mrs. Smith had asked 
him to loan her some money, and had called upon his 
wife many times. 

He thinks Mr. Smith was jealous because he went to 
the house that Sunday, and has used his imagination 
to find a cause to killhim. He says further that Mrs. 
Simith asked him to secure better paying work for her 
husband, and it was for this he claims he went to the 
house that night. Mrs. Rymellis confident her hus- 
band is honest, and reviles Mr. Smith. 

Like Mr. Smith, the soul of Mr. Rymell is filled with 
charity, and he declares he will not bave Smith ar- 
rested for assault with intent to kill.

A CLEVELAND, 0, TRAGEDY. 


__s— 


Pretty Katie Rohaly was to have been married in 
Cleveland, O., on Sept. 28, but she was murdered by 
a discarded lover three days before the wedding, and 
her wedding gown was used as he: burial shroud. 
Her slayer, Michael Karofa, after killing her, shot 
bimself, 

Could they speak who are forever dumb, a sad story 
of love and jealousy, culminating in a terrible trag- 
edy, might be told. It was about 5:30 o’clock on the 
afternoon of Sept, 25, when the residents in the vicin- 
ity of Hill street were startled by the sharp report of 
a number of pistol shots fired in rapid succession. 

Almost simultaneously with the shotsa number of 
persons rushed from the house at No. 78 Hill street 
into the yard whence the sounds proceeded, An aw- 
ful sight met their eyes. In a narrow passageway 
between the houses at No. 76 and No. 78 Hill street, 
lay Michael Karofa, writhing iu the death agony, and 
the body of Katie Robaly. Blood was s, urting from 
a gaping wound in the neck of the man. Beeit’e him

lay a smoking revolver of Boston bulldog pattern. 
The young woman lay upon her face, and her aunt, 
Susanna Manko, rushed to her side and turned the 
face upward, 

The pretty features were stained by the black dirt of 
the yard. From a wou din the right side of the neck 
a tiny stream of blood was trickling. The eyes were 
closed, the teeth fast set, and nu physician was needed 
to pronounce the sad fact that life was extinct. Two 
boys who heard the shots and caught a glimpse of the 
awful scene ran out upon the street, and, finding 
Policeman McElhaney there told him of the murder. 

Astretcher was brought, and Karofa's apparently 
lifeless body was soon on its way to Lakeside Hospital. 
Arrived there,a hasty examination was made, and it 
was immediately decided that it would be impossible 
for him to live. He had made sure work. Ouly one 
bullet had entered the girl's body, but he had fired 
three at himself, and all of them took effect. The most 
fatal one entered the right side of the neck, severing 
the carotid artery. Another entered the neck just 
above the trachea, and the third, which was evidently 
fired just as he was falling, entered under the chin 
and coursed upward. Karofa died without regaining 
consciousness about half an hour after reaching the 
hospital. The only words he had spoken were the

“kill me! kill me!” heard by Patrolman McElhaney, 
The body was taken to Hogan & Harris's morgue. 

The story of the tragedy is most pathetic. Katie 
Rohaly and Karofa were born in a little town in Hun- 
wary. he twenty-three years ago and she three years 
later. As children they played together, and were 
happy in their childish love. Karofa was anxious to 
make a fortune, and he thought that the only place to 
do so was in America. To America, then, he came. 
He seut back such glowing letters that it was not long 
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before Katie decided to follow him. Karofa was settle 
in Cleveland, and Katie had an aunt there. 

It was, therefore, perfectly natural for her to come 
to the samecity. This was several years ago. In some 
way Karofa secured a good position in the machine 


| shops at Girard, Pa., and went there intending, no 


doubt, to return for Katie ina short time. He had rot 
been away a year when he heard that his sweetheart 
was seen very frequently in the company of another 
young man. His information wes authentic, for 
during his absence a young Hungarian, named Joseph 
Keinyak, had won the young girl's affections. 
Monday morning, Sep:. 28, was to have been the 
wedding day, and already the residents in the Hun- 
garian colony were prom ring for the festivities. Katie

Rohaly had left the place where she had been em- 
ployed as a domestic. and gone to the house of her 
aunt, where the tragedy occurred, to prepare for the 
marriage. Karofa Leard of the approaching wedding. 
He immediately started for Clevelan:!, and, arriving 
there, went to Katie’s home. Every argument and en- 
treaty were used by him to induce the girl to leave 
Kreinyak and return to her old love. He rehearsed 
the happy times in Hungary and told in glowing terms 
of the home he would make forher. Katie was ob- 
durate and determined, and Karofa went away un- 
satisfied. 

Nothing more was seen of him till the morning of the 
tragedy, when he was seen in a saloon on Commercial 
street. He was then considerably under the influence 
of liquor, and was dancing and singing as though in 
the best of humor. Atabout uoon he appeared again 
at the house of Susanna Manko. Katie was there, and 
the lover pleaded with her all the afternoon, but with- 
out success. At last the girl, driven almost frantic by 
his appeals, rushed out of the house barefooted and 
bareheaded. He followed her and a few minutes later 
the reports of the pistol were heard, Andrew Monako, 
who lives in the front part of the house at No. 78 Hill 
street, was the only eyewitness of the tragedy. He 
says that Karofa continued to plead with the girlafter 
reaching the yard. According to his story the man 
was almost wild with grief and the tears rolled down 
his cheeks. 

At last he became violent and threatened to kill 
Katie. For fully five minutes he was in turn angry 
and violent, and then almost pitiful in his despair. 
Finally he reached @to his pocket, and pulling out the 
revolver, which was a 38-calibre, fired twice at+tho 
cirl. She fell forward, and then he turned the muzzle 
of his smoking weapon toward himself and fired three 
more shots. He fell forward toward Katie, bis head 
striking the ground a short distance from her feet.

After making a commendable uphill fight, Anson is 
beaten and the championship this year will go to the 
Boston club. There are circumstances surrounding 
the victory of Boston, however, that have caused 
some comment avd for a time it looked as though 
exposure of an interesting character would be made, 
But they weren’t and a big baseball row was averted. 

It was the action of the Giants in playing four 
games in two days that caused the Chicagos to howl,

or to be more specific it was the defeat that the Giants 
got that caused the row in the Chicago camp. Little 
Jimmy Hart, who is known as the President of the 
Chicago club. took up his little pen and wrote the 
following to President Young, of the League. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 30. 
NV. E. Young, President National Leayue, Washington : 

Please ascertain from all League Presidents if prior 
consent was given for double games in Boston on 
Sept. 19, with Pittsburg Sept. 23, with Brooklyn Sept. 
29, and to day. 

If not properly granted by six clubs prior to the 
games, the Chicago club, in the name of fairness and 
to restore wavering confidence, demands that the 
games be declared void and be thrown out of the 
championship table, and the decision made public in 
to-morrow's papers. This is a most serious matter 
aad demands your immediate attention.

For once the great 
and only A. G. got someof his own medicine, and he 
hastened to make his under-study learn the reason. 
In reply. President Young wired the follewing: 

“T have no authority to declare any games void. If 
you file protests the Boston club must be notified and 
given achance to present evidence, and the directors 
must decide. If there is necessity for a meeting of the 
directors, I will call it not later than Monday,if I can 
secure their attendance.” 

Steps were about to be taken to call a special meet- 
ing, but the Chicagos dropped games to Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, and the Bostons had the lead without the 
two extra games that caused all the uneasiness. As a 
matter of fact, the New Yorks and Bostons had no 
richt to play the extra games without the consent of 
six clubs. The rule governing the point in question 
is very clear. It is section 55, and provides: “Any 
postponed game may be played off on the same gound 
on the first succeeding day within the dates of the

same scheduled series betwern such clubs, if any re- 





that they secured the necessary consent required ac- 
cording to the rules. If the latter is a fact, then the 
Chicagos have no ground for complaiut on that score. 

But it is, nevertheless, strauge that the Giants should 
suddenly become so disabled when they encountered 
the Bostons, while they put their stronwest team in 
against Chicago. The management of the Chicago club 
is not very popular, but there are honest, bard-work- 
ing players in the ranks of the club, and it is not fair

to see men of the calibre of Burns, Pfeffer, Anson, 
Ryan, Hutchinson and others robbed of the glory of 
which they are justly entitled. The Bostons will 
swing the championship pennant next year, but there 
will bea lingering suspicion as to the fairness of tho 
matter. 

Big Anson came out in an interview and said that he 
would not believe that the New Yorks would resort to 
anything unfair to defeat the Chicagos. This is all 
right, but does Anson really believe that everything is 
alimght? A baseball war just now would doa great 
deal of harm,-azd, perhaps Anson thinks that it is 
better to let the matter drop. 

Lord Hawke and the team of English cricketers 
visited the ball park in Philadelphia and watched the 
game between the Athletics and the Bostons. after 
the contest Lord Hawke said: “Your game is sharp 
and snappy, with plenty of vim. From what I know 
of the Americans it is well suited to their tastes, but 
there is something absent which will never allow it 
to be the popular game of England. I thiuk the fleld- 
ing very brilliant and the throwing to bases very ac- 
curate, but from my limited knowledge of the game I 
should not care to say much about the merits of itin 
comparison with cricket.” 

Lord Throwly, Hon, H. Mills and the “Demon” 
Woods expressed themselves in the same veiu. They 
were, however, very quick to catch on to the fine 
points and heartily applauded the work of the players. 
That old feeling will never die out. Englishmen will 
never admit that baseball is superior to cricket, while 
Americans, asa rule, are even more positive in their 
assertions. They say thatcricketisn’tinit. English- 
men are honest enough toadmit that the fielding in 
our game is brilliant and the throwing accurata, while 
Americans fail to find a redeeming feature in cricket. 

This is what Brother Dickinson had to say after the 
defeat of Chicago by Cleveland: “‘And it came to pass 
in the latter days that the Cleveland club girded up its 
loins, put on its armor of forged steel aud aroused 
from its stupor. Then it marched forth for the fray 
and challenged Uncle Anson in the lista. And lo! and 
behold Unele Anse fell.

The elderly man was J. D.Willis, whois janitor at 
the United States Bank building; the plug bat man is 
Dr. B. H. Birney, who treats as a specialist all manner 
of things in an office iu the Bee building. Thejanitor 
had tried bis beat to kill the doctor and had come very 
near succeeding, as investigation at th» station 
showed, the ball which was fired having struck on the 
right side over a vitai portion of the physician's struc- 
ture. When his clothing was folded over it was found 
that the bullet bad struck a gold watch he wore, twist- 
ing the stem and ring out of all shape and flattening 
itself to the size of a silver dollar. The only real in- 
jury the doctor sustained was a bruise caused by the 
shock.

WHEELMEN IN CONVENTION. 


Theconvention of American wheelmen have changed 
their constitution and a new definition of an amateur 
has been adopted as follows: 

Article III., Section 9—Erase all after the first para- 
graph of the section and substitute: An amateur is 
one who has not engaged in, nor assisted in, vor 
taught bicycling or any other recognized athletic ex- 
ercise for money or other remuneration, nor kuow- 
ingly competed with or against a professional for a 
prize of any description ; or one who after having for- 
feited his amateur status has had the same restored 
by a competent authority having jurisdiction over the 
sport. 

A bicyclist ceases to be an amateur by 

(s) Eugagivg in bicycling or other recognized ath- 
letic exercise, or personally teaching or training or 
coaching any person therein, either as a meane of 
obtaining a livelihood or for a wager, money prize or 





gate money. 


(vb) Comapeting with a professional, or making pace 
for or having the pace made by suchin public or for a 
prize. 

(c) Selling, pawning, turning into cash, or realizing 
tipon any prize won by him. 

(i) Accepting directly or indirectly for bicycling any 
remuneration, compensation, or expense whatever 
from a bicycle manufacturer, agent, or other person 
interested in the trade, or from any other person hav- 
ing a pecuniary interest in the sport, except from bis 
bicycle or other atbietic club for necessary travelling 
and training expenses. 

(«) A bicyclist does not forfeit his amateur status by 
teaching the elements of bicycling solely for the pur- 
pose of effecting the sale of a bicycle. 

The other important amendment was one permitting 
State divisions to admit clubs three-quarters of whose 
members belong to the League of American Wheel- 
meu. Under the old constitution, all the members

The trial of Cul McCarthy, the pugilist, for engaging in a prize 
fight as New Orleans, La., on Sept. 29, was very interesting. A 
large number of witnesses were examined. Murh expert tes- 
timony Was giveu as to the difference between a prize fight and 
a glove contest, aud all the wituesees, both for the State and de- 
fence, testified that the McCarthy-Warren fight was a scientific 
and agreeabie act, tuo. 

One witness cescribed a prize fight as a revolting spectacle, 
while glove contests, he insisted, were enjoyable affairs. The 
jury evidently took the same view of the matter, fur, without 
jeaving their seats, they brought in a verdict of not gollty. It Is 
likely that the prosecution of Warren will be abandoned, and 
that no further attempt will be made Co juterfere with pugilistic 
sport in the arena of the Oiymple Club. 

The last Legislature passed a jaw authorizing municipal au- 
thorities to grant permission for glove contests under the anus- 
pices ef regular athietic associations, aud under this law the 
Mayor issued @ license to the Olympic Club fur the McCarthy- 
Warren fight 

The Grand Jury took a different view of the case and decided 
that the so-called glove contest was in reality a prize fight, 
which Is prohibited by the laws of the State, and indicted both 
McCarthy and Warren. Accordingly the Olymp.. Club deter- 
mined to make # test case of it and epgaged counsel to defend 
the pugilicte.

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LONG SERVICE DESERVES RECOGNITION. 


At a meeting of the New York Citizens’ Alliance, held 
at the office of ex-Senator John G. Boyd in the New 
York Times Buildiug, 41 Park Row, on September 29th, 
the following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

W hereas, The poliee force of this city is composed of a body of 
men ninety per cent. of whom rank equally in honesty, integrity, 
bravery and patriotic devotion to duty with the brightest and 
best of their feilow citizens; and 

Whereas, In the diseharge of. their duty they are all more or 
less exposed to insidious temptation, great annoyance, physical 
prostration and loss of life; therefore it is 

Resolved, That a law should be enacted providing that after 
every five years of honorable service their annual salaries should 
be incrensed two hundred dollars as a token of the public appre- 
ciation of duty well performed under trying circumstances, and 
aiso providing thet when a policeman shall lose his life while in 
the discharge of duty his regular salary shall continue to be paid 
to his widow as long as she shall live or remain unmarried; and 
in case of the death or marriage of his widow, tw his children 
until the youngest shail become of age, or If he be not married 
and has no children then to his father and mother during their 
iifetime if they shall have been dependent upon bim fcr their 
support prior to his decease. 
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THE TEUTONIC BREAKS THE RECORD. 


The ocean greyhounds continue to beat the records. The 
Teutonic, Capt. Irving, from New York Sept. 23, for Liverpool, 
arrived at Queenstown at 1:50 o'clock on Oct. 2, brecking the 
eastward record. The time occupied on the passage, necording to 
the report given by the Teutonic’s officers, was 6 days 21 hours 
and 22 minutes, which was 1 hour and 2@ minutes better than 
any previous record, According to the ship's log she trave'ed 
2,791 knots, Her daily runs in knots were: 447, 456, 462, 466, 456, 
466 and 39. The Teutonic is certainly the fustest transatlantic 
steamship sailing to-day. She has broken by this, her latest 
trip, the records for both the eastern and western voyages. 

In her celebrated fast trip westward, which ended Aug. 19 
last, the time was 5 days 16 hours 31 minutes—one heur and 
thirty-seven minutes lower than the record made by her sister 
ship, the Majestic. Her dally runs on that occasion were, tn 
knots: 460, 496, 606, 510, 517, 290; total, 2.778 knots, On the fifth 
day she beat the great performance of the City of Paris, which 
was 515 knots. The average time was 20 35 knots, or 23.40 miles 
an hour for the entire distance—a must wonderful achievement 
indeed.

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DON’T WANT TO MEET KENNEDY. 


J. W. Kennedy, the well-known strong man, who won the 
trophy offered by Richard K. Fox to the man who could lift the 
“ Police Gasette "’ 1,080 Ib. dumbbell, arrived in New York on 
September 29th. He went to see Cyclops and Sandowe at 
Huber’s Museum in Fourteenth street. After witnessing their 
performance, he came to the conclusion that they are by no 
means the champions of the world, and he publicly offered to 
bet $250, and put up the money, that neither of them could lift 
a dumbbell of 1,030 pounds weight that he himself can litt with 
ease. 

The management of the museum made a show of accepting 
the offer, but when they learned that the dumbbell could not 
arrive from Montreal for a day or two they backed out. Then 
Mr. Kennedy produced a wad of bills and said he would lift more 
dumbbelis than either of the men, the contestants to use the 
dumbbells that they perform with at the museum. The crowd 
howled for Kennedy and seemed anxions for the contest. 

Mr. Kennedy made several more offers, none of which were 
accepted, and then the crowd becan to ‘‘ guy” Cyclops and 
Sandowe. Among the propositions the newcomer had to make 
was one of $250 that Sandowe isn’t the original Sandowe at all, 
but a bogus personage. 

As these offers became annoying and as the crowd took Ken- 
nedy's side a member of the management got on the stage and 
sald he was gotng to put him out. 

“If you touch me,” Mr. Kennedy remarked, “I'll chew you 
what a strong man is.’’ 

Then they sent for a policeman. 

** I'll retire peaceably.”” Mr. Kennedy observed to the officer, 
‘but keep your hands off. I can lift any six policemen in New 
York. 

Mr. Kennedy, who is a very gentlemanly fellow, then went to 
the Herald office, the PoLice GAZETTE office being closed at 
night, and depositing $50, made the following chalienge: 

“I put up $50 forfeit with the New York Herald two bind abet 
of $100 that neither Cyclops or Sandowe, the strong men, can 
life a one hand dumbbell to equal the record made by Louis Cyr, 
of 265 pound dumbbell, to be pushed slowly from the shoulder to 
arm’s length.
